To deal with one fool is quite a task 
at any time, but to try and manage two 
fools at the same time isa labor that 
no sensible man desires. Yet there is 
a greater task than this last: It is to at- 
tempt the control of two fools at the 
same time when one is a fool who can’t 
belp being so and the other is a fool 
from choice. At this moment we are 
brought to undertake this greater work. 

Over in North Carolina, on the 10th 
of the present month, the good people 
of Charlotte celebrated memorial day, 
in reverence of the confederate dead. 
By some misfortune’ those  peo- 
ple, whose native homes and 
soil are hallowed with bright centennial 
memories, and in whose city but a 
year ago the celebration of the ‘““Meck- 
lenbergh Declaration of Independence,’ 
called forth the highest strains of pa- 
triotism and the deepest emotions of 
fraternity, selected as their orator one 
whom ‘twere gross flattery to call a 
fool. A more unfit speaker to stir the 
tender emotions of love, gratitude, 
reverence and patriotism could not 
have been found, we are ready to wa- 
ger, in the confines of the noble state 
Strangely enongh this orator was of 
that cloth whose mission it is to further 
the “glad tidings,” of “peace 
on earth” ang “good will to man.” 
To show how totally he failed to ap- 
preciate the situation and how  outra- 

'geously he abused the confidence that 
had been reposed in him, witness these 
extracts from his mad harangue: 

“The south is to-day ruled over by 
the miserable thrall of Yankeedom; 
but they cannot muzzle our chivalry 
and patriotic devotion to the lost cause. 
We fought for our rights, but in God’s 
dispensation we are vanquished but 
not cowed. Slavery was a divine insti- 
tution, and we must haVe that institu- 
tion or the sou:ih will ever be bank- 
rupt. They speak of our cause as the 
“lost cause.”’ Ifso, shall it be lost for- 
ever? Not A new generation has 
sprung up, and at a not far distant day 
there will be “stars and bars” floating 
proudly over our sunny south. In the 
next political campaign we must, even 
if in the minority, support 
a southern man who will build 
up our interests and hurl the 
yankee pickpockets from our midst. 
We are to-day united to the puritani- 
cal host by an artificial tie; but we are 
a distinct people, and God and the 
right will enable us to show the world 
the truth and the equity of our claims. 
Our statesmen now in congress are the 
cream of that body, and are the only 
element that reflects credit on the 
United States. Is it not better to hang 
on to the ‘lost cause’ than to stay in a 
government of corruption?” 

There is not asensible man in the 
south who will not regret to hear that 
no one in bis audience felt authorized 
to kick the orator into the utterance of 
something decent. No man will ask 
this speaker to forego the expres” 
sion of any of the above senti- 
ments—mixed as they are with 
mere sound and nonsense— 
but they havea right to demand that 
he shall do so in his private capacity, 
and not seek to make the people whom 
he misrepresents responsible for the 
trash. Weare glad to know that he 
was lamely applauded only, and that 
the great majority of hisaudience were 
disgusted with and repudiated his ut- 
terances. We revere our dead in the 
holiest sentiments to which their deeds 
and fame may appeal, and we never 
can be mnade to believe that they were 
criminals in the defense of the canse 
which was to them the gateway of 
death, but we antagonize in those 
thoughts nothing of the spirit of patri- 
otism, love of the union, or fraternal 
restoration which it becomes us and is 
our duty tocultivate to-day and forever. 

But here enters fool No. 2! He is 
the northern counterpart of our south- 
ern ass. This fool—belonging in the 
Philadelphia Times office, a paper 
which aspires to be a centennial organ 
—reiers to the above fool No. 1 and his 
address, and says: “The friends of the 
south everywhere look anxiously fora 
distinct repudiation of such fire eating 
Bourbons.” The “friends of the south” 
who have no more sense and no better 
discrimination than to make such a re- 
quest as that, are worthless friends at 
best. Every true friend of the south, 
every honest northenn man, be he 
friend or foe to the south—knows that 
these sporadic asses do not represent 
the temper, hopes, or sentiments of 
the south. The people of the 
south need no vindication of their 
loyalty at this late day, and neither 
Massachusetts nor Maine are any more 
devoted to the cause of the common 
country than North Carolina or Geor- 
gia. We will not quote the various de 
nials which fool No. 2 demands of the 
southern people, but we say at once to 

him and all his braying tribe, wherever

THE JOLLY SUB. 


He is an occasional genius whom you 
must thoroughly know before you can 
fully appreciate him. We refer to the 
“substitute” who takes the place of the 
rural editor whom that care-worn indi- 
vidual goes off to the city. This “sub.” 
is no fool. Heis either some sharp, 
briary fellow who has always had an 
idea that if he held an editor’s goose- 
quill in his fingers he could revolution- 
ize the country and show an astenished 
people how a newspaper ought to be 
run. Or, heis a bright sample of the 
“intelligent | compositor” whose 
sole amusement since he 
gave up the roller and 
went to the case has been to sneer 
at the weak efforts of the “boss” to write 
something good, and whose highest as- 
piration has been to spread himself out 
thick over a dozen sheets of printing 
paper and show the balance of mankind 
what sort of kite he would fly if cruel 
fate was not his enemy. 

It would be a pleasant but nearly 
endless recreation to specify the thou- 
sand and one curious methods of the 
jolly sub. Heis too promiscuous a cuss 
for an article like this. A moment 
license to him at the end of our pencil 
and he would slop over on both sides 
and at the ends of the column. In 
dealing with this occasional and ama- 
teur“end man”’ of the journalistic show 
we must suit the programme to secure 
a modification of his exhuberance. In 
thus calling him before the curtain at 
the end of his latest act we do so solely 
for the public interest. The recent 
convention of the editors of the state 
at Savannah brought around the an- 
nual appearance of the jolly sub in all 
his freshness and blooming glory. He 
flourished as never before ‘and in his 
brief career before the public view won 
new distinction. 

The jolly subin one of the offices 
chewed up half a pencil and then got 
himself down'to business in the follow- 
ing brief but natural%and expressive, 
chronicle :

“correction” of a presumed mistake :

Stewart bequeathed to this establish- 
ment amillion dollars, as any other 
sum, we beg them to put no faita what- 
ever in the report. It isnot so—not a 
bit of it We need the many small 
amounts due just as bad as ever.” 
Yet another of the “subs.” remarks 
—and the remark must have made “‘the 
editor’s sweetheart” wish she was a 
man six feet tall and.wore bro- 
gans ‘weighing ten pounds each— 
in the following self-satisfied manner: 
“The editor’s sweetheart sent him a 
bowl of strawberries and pitcher ot 
cream on Thursday. As he had de- 
parted a few days before for Savannah 
we felt called upon to sustain his gal- 
lantry in the proper style. We got 
upon the outside of the berries and 
cream with fully as much alacrity as he 
could have done, and we honestly be- 
lieve that we appreciated them better 
than he would.” 


What the editor said when he return- 
ed will doubtless never be known. For 
a year hence he will be asking himself. 
“Are crabs, shrimps, ice-cream and ar. 
tillery punch worthy compensation for 
this great loss?” 

We can go very little farther with 
the jolly sub. at this time. Asa sam- 
ple, however, of thefresh and unique 
manner in which he serves up the gen- 
uine news of the day, we present the 
actual notice that one of them made of 
a no less actual birth in the village. He 
says: 

“And now Geo. Chipstead comes 
prancing around the corner in ex- 
citement and informs us that it is a girl. 
We congratulate George. Long may 
she wave.” 

If George did not “prance around the 
corner” a second time with a clothes- 
pole or a shot-gun that sub. had reason 
to be joily. Acity sub. could never 
afford such liberality of spirits and 
freedom of style.

New Title. 


N. Y. T.ibune. 


Lonpon, April 27.—It was my pleas- 
ing duty in my last letter to mention 
with approval the name of his roval 
hi,hness the Prince of Wales, and to 
say bow much satisfaction his refusal 
to go to the Madrid bull-fight had given 
his loyal subjects in England. To-day 
there is still better news of him. It is 
affirmed by a distinguist ed a gee 
who stands very near indeed to the 
prince, that he has lately been sending 
home strong remonstrances against 
the new imperial title. The only refer- 
ence to the matter I have seen in print 
is a stata2ment that the prince, recog- 
nizing the fact ibat the country is hos- 
tile tothe intended addition to the 
royal title, is prepared to forezo his 
wish that the new title should be 1m- 
perial. But this does not express any- 
thing like the whole truth. e prince 
is not merely prepared to forego his 
wish, if he had one, for an imperial ti- 
tle. He has declared in very plain terms 
his wish that the title should not 
be imperial. He has |pleced himself in 
opposition to the queen on this point, 
and remains so. It iseven said that he 
has declared he will never assume the 
title of emperor, though I don’t see 
how he could avoid assuming it, after 
it shall have become legally a part of 
the title belonging to the crown. There 
is more probability in the assertion that 
he has threatened that, if his wishes 
are not heeded, he will give it to be un- 
derstood publicly that he is opposed to 
the title. The prince has not for many 
years been on _ the 0 
terms with kis mother. It is no- 
to.ious that he thinks himself ill- 
treated by her in money matters, es- 
pecially in the expenses he is subject- 
ed to by her withdrawal from most of 
the ceremonial and social duties of her 
station, which the prince performs 
while t.e queen continues to receive 
the money for performing them. More- 
over, itis in the traditions of the fam- 
ily that the Prince of Wales should be 
ia opposition. In the political sense, 
opposition might be little to the taste 
of the prince, and it is no longer con- 
stitutional that the heir to the throne, 
any more than the occupant of it, 
should take sides in politics. And since 
the titles has been made a party 
question—by the government at least 
as much as by their oppovents—there 
would be a difficulty in the appearance 
of the prince in the matter. Butthere 
is plenty of scope for opposition ofa 
non-political kind, and there can be no 
doubt whatever thatthe prince would 
make himself extremely popular by a 
declaration that he did not like the im- 
perial title. In any case, his present 
mood, ifit provea lasting one, will 
have one good effect; it will stop. the 
mouths of the municipal flankys who 
are eager to hail him on his return as 
“vour imperial bighness.’’ 

Should any delay occur in the issuing 
of the royal proclamation it may safely 
be attribute i to the prince’s hostility. 
Ido net anticipate delay. The thing 
has been pressed in such a way, the 
government is so committed to it, the 
queen so bent on ha ing the title, and 
the Guelph obstinacy so immovable; 
that compliance with the prince’s wish- 
es is expremely improbable. Every 
effort will be made to avoid a public 
scandal. The easy good nature of the 
prince has more than once been 
successfully appealed to. The chance 
of trouble in a quarter where 
it had not been looked for 
will only make Mr. Disraeli 
more impatient to have done 
with the buciness; to get the proclama- 
tion out. After which it would be much 
more difficult for the prince to take up 
s hostile attitude. This may partly ac- 
count for the prime minister's refusal 
to let Mr. Fawcett have a day for discus- 
sing the question once more in parlia- 
ment under the form of a vote of cen- 
sure on the government. 1 suppose 
Mr. Disraeli is technically right in de- 
clining Mr. Fawcett’s challenge. Mr. 
Fawcett isa private member, and he 
invoked a rule the benefit of which un- 
ly the leader of the opposition is enti- 
tled to. 

One of the unwritten laws which are 
at least as potent in the house as the 
written, obliges the government to put 
everything else aside to meet a vote ol 
censure. If beaten on it, the govern- 
ment would have to resignor to dis- 
solve parliament and go to the coun- 
try. The opposition, in the former 
case, is equally bound to be ready to 
form a new government, that -as Mr. 
Disraeli in his courtier like way puts it 
—the queen may n°t be left without 
counsel. If Lord Ha tington had cho- 
sen to adopt Mr. Fawcett’s motion, the 
condition of things would have been 
the same as if he had _ orig- 
inally proposed. But he_ did 
not choose. He knows well enough 
the motion had not a chance of being 
carried, and Lord Hartington has none 
of Mr. Fawcett’s zeal—a zeal which in 
his case is sometimes unruly. It is be- 
lieved that the leader of the opposi- 
tion was not altogether sorry to have a 
fair opportunity to rebuke in a gentle 
way the independence which is 60 
marked a traitin Mr. Fawcett—to re- 
mind him that independence has its 
conveniences as well as advantages ; 
that a man cannot expect to op the 
leader of his party when it suits him, 
and to count on his support all the 
saine when he stands in need of it.

BUSINESS, 


The Causes Evident, but the End Un- 
ecertain—A Serious Question. 


London Times. 

The directors ot the bank of England 
have reduced their rate of discount to 
two per cent. It has never been lower, 
and has very rarely been as low. The 
rates of interest allowed on deposits by 
the joint-stock banks are, of course. 
lower than the bank rate of discount, 
and money at call receives a return of 
one per cent. only. Concurrently with 
this condition of the money market 
there exists, in almost every de- 
partment of industry and of 
commerce, great siuggishness or 
absolute dullness of enterprise, a limited 
extent of production and a correspond - 
ing contraction of The com- 
plaints are universal that business is 
dull and profits are low. The statisti- 
tical returns of the board of tradeshow 
that these statements are not express- 
ions of groundless discontent, for they 
reveal a great and for some time pa-t 
a continuous decline in the values and 
quantities of the commodities in which 
we dea] with our foreign customers.

There is at all times a class among 
us saving money and looking out for 
modes of investing it. The amount 
saved in the course ofa year varies con- 
siderably with the variations. of trade, 
but something, and that not an incon- 
siderable amount, is saved in the worst 
of years. Of late years a considerable 
— of the amount saved has 
ound employment in the new loans 
which have oeen continuously launch- 


{| ed in our markets on behalf of Ameri- 


can railways and of struggling states. 
The decline of trade in the United 
States has caused or precipitated a fail- 
ure in the payments of interest on ex- 
isting ral-way securities, and it 
has become impossible to _ in- 
troduce any more prospectuses for the 
development of railways, while the 
bankruptcy of Turkey, the threatened 
bankruptcy of Egypt, and the unset- 
tled relations of the east have kept the 
bourses clear of proposals for state 
loans. The single apparen. exception 
—that of the Egyptian loan—served by 
its failure to prove the general rule. 
Those thrifty persons who save monev 
and with all their thrift are tempted by 
the high interest of these classes of se- 
curities, are for the present frightened. 
They therefore keep their new savings 
unemployed, to the depression of the 
rate of interest, which would 
have been depressed even if Tur- 
key had not put itself outside the 
pale of possible borrowers. But the con- 
traction of trade consequent on a de- 
cline of profits is the chief cause of the 
accumulation of money, and the real 
question is why have profits declined ? 
The new fields of industry on which 
the Edinburgh Reviewer descanted re— 
main open, but the profits of capital in 
them seem to have fallen off, at all 
events, are nct remitted home tothe 
capitalists. It is obvious enough that 
the immediate profits of these employ- 


ments of capital in the western states | 


of America have been over estimated, 
or rather that their capacity of sustain- 
ing high rates of profit was over-esti- 
mated. This isshcwn by the falling 
off upon the return f th; capital which 
has been sunk inin«.. .ial enterprises, 
such as railways in thuse states. Peo- 
oe forgot how rapidly competition 

rings down the exceptional profits of 
a virgin area. The wave has been sent 
back upon us, and the present depres- 
sion of trade is the counterpart of its 
recent activity. Seven per cent. has 
been followed, by a natural law, by two 
per cent. 

The interesting question, if we couid 
solve it, would be how long the process 
of depression may be expec'ed to en- 
dure; but we are sorry to say that no 
answer can be given to this inquiry. 
The return of prosperity mainly de- 
pends upon the development of the 
processses of industry which is con- 
stantly going on so as to lessen the cost 
of production. The inhabitants of the 
states and colonies whose growth 
caused such a remarkable increase of 
trade at home over-estimated their 
powers until they found they were en- 
gaged in exchanges no longer profit- 
able to themselves. But may be 
quite certain that they will soon be 
able to produce their own commodities 
more cheaply than they have done, 
and, as the cost of production with 
them will diminish con'emporaneously 
with a diminution here, there will be 
on both grounds a revival of commer- 
cial interce irse. No one can tell how 
long this process of recovery will take. 
We may from aconsideration of former 
periods of depression of a similar char- 
acter to the present hazard conjectures 
as to the duration of the present one, 
but guesses on the subject would be 
idle. Itis enough to know that the 
experience through which we are now 
passing is part of an ordered progress 
returning upon itself as surely as spring 


follows winter.
